EXHIBITING  CIVIL  WAR  STORE  CARDS’  - 

By  John  V/.  Canfield-  .  . 

■“The  Civil  Vfar  Token  collector  in  set-' 
ting  up  an  exhibit  has  many  advantages 
over  competitors  using  . other  materials. 

He  can  find  more  information  'behind  any 
piece  in  his  collection  than  there  is  in 
a  whole  set  of  Lincolns,  Jeffersons  or 
Mercuries,  etc.  The  human  interest  an¬ 
gle  can  be  enhanced  by  a  choice  of  store 
cards  issued  in  your  home  area.  The  var¬ 
iations  in  sizes,  in  coppers  and  off'  me¬ 
tals,  in  designs  and  messages,  certainly 
is  more  interesting  than  a  monotonous 
coin  set  where  the  only  variation -is  in 
the  date.  The  subject,  or  theine  of  the

exhibit  should  be  determined  by  complete¬ 
ness,  condition  and  variety  of  the  mater¬ 
ial  he  has  that -.pertains  to  it.  Each  in¬ 
dividual  must  dvecide  as  to  the  best  use  of 
the  store  cards  he  has  on  hand. 

Every  exhibitor  should  understand  the 
rules  of  juO-ging  and  plan  his  exhibit  to 
show  his  materials  in  the  most  advanta¬ 
geous  maaner.  He  should  have  a  thorough 
acquaintance  with  the  point  score  system 
under  which  the  judging  decisions  will  be 
made.  The  following  A.N.A.  point  score 
system  in  effect  at  the  present  time  vras 
adopted  in  1964  and  is  used  at  most  exhi¬ 
bits.

A  second  set  of  rules  that  is  of  equal 
interest  to  the  exhibitor  is  one  that  is 
issued  by  the  club  or  organization  spon¬ 
soring  the  show.  This  one  gives  informa¬ 
tion  as  to  the  various  categories  open 
and  the  awards  to  be  given  out  to  vrinners. 
It  also  informs  prospective  entrants  as  to 
where  and  when  display  cases  may  be  ob¬ 
tained  and  of  the  number  of  displays  the 
indiAO-dual  may  present.  This  list  is 
usually  made  up  by  the  exhibits  chairman 
and  it  is  always  a  good  idea  for  the  ex¬ 
hibitor  to  contact  him  for  further  advice 
as  to  subject  matter,  size  of  cases,  or 
any  special  rules  as  to  the  use  of  atten¬ 
tion  compelling  devices  around  the  cases. 
Now  that  you  are  acquainted  with  the 
scoring  rules  and  exhibit  rules  it  is 
tine  for  you  to  decide  the  area  of  the  is¬ 
sues  of  Civil  V/ar  store  cards  you  want  to 
cover.  The  geographic  area  with*  v;hich 
most  of  the  viewers  are  familiar  seems  to 


be  most  logical  and  in  all  probability 
is  the  one  in  which  the  exhibitor  re¬ 
sides.  It  is  also,  for  sentimental 
reascns,  of  coui'se,  the  area  in  which 
you  arc  covered  by  the  best  part  of  your 
collection, ’  If  you.  are  attracted  to  lo¬ 
cal  issues,  your  neighbors  will  be  at¬ 
tracted  also  -  and  that  is  a  big  help 
toward  a  successful  display. 

As  the  educational  value  of  your  dis¬ 
play  can  bring  you  35  points  emphasize 
that  feature.  Look  up  hj.stor}/  of  your 
town  in  the  library.  If  cox)ies  of  the 
local  newspaper  for  the  civil  war  period 
are  available  dig  into  them.  Snap  a  few 
photos  of  old  buildings  whore  merchant 
issuers  of  store  cards  were  located.  How 
many  streets,  parks  or  buildings  bear  the 
names  of  the  merchants.  You  vrill  be  sur¬ 
prised  at  the  amount  of  information  you 
can  gather,  It*s  all  very  interesting 
and  goes  a  long  way  towards  helping  you 
win. 

The  second  highest  point  winner  is  ar¬ 
rangement  and  originality,  30  points. 

After  you  get  the  display  case  size  from 
the  exhibits  chairman  cut  a  sheet  of  pla.I 
paper  to  that  size  and  lay  out  your  store 
cards  on  it.  The  most  simple  and  proba¬ 
bly  the  most  effective  pattern  is  the 
balanced  layout.  Use  an  imaginary  line 
dovm  the  center  and  work  on  both  sides 
to  form  two  patterns  as  near  alike  as 
possible.  Place  photos  as  near  the  same 
size  as  you  can  get  them,  and  explanation 
cards  also,  to  balance  on  either  side  of 
your  line.  Use  some  colored  back  ground, 
either  cover  paper  or  cloth  to  dress  up 
your  display.  Always  keep  it  in  good 
taste. 

Now  you  have  35  points  more  to  shoot 
at.  Completeness,  condition,  and  rarity 
account  for  15 »  10 i  10  points  respective¬ 
ly,  Here  it*s  up  to  you  to  do  the  best 
with  what  you*ve  got  and  you  can  rest  as¬ 
sured  that  there  are  not  too  many  store 
cards  in  your  area  to  compete  against, 

VJhile  there  are  many  advantages  for  the 
store  card  in  competition  with  coins  there 
is  also  one  big  disadvantage.  That  dis¬ 
advantage  is  brought  about  by  lack  of 
knowledge  of  Store  Cards  and  the  part 
they  played  in  the  history  of  numismatics 
during  the  Civil  Vfar  period.  Many  coin 
collectors,  dealers  and  even  more  impor¬ 
tant,  judges  are  so  unfamiliar  with  them

This  article  is  written  primarily  for 
use. by  the  exhibitor  jn  the  small  club 
shows  rather  thin  State,  regional  or  Na- 
tional ’shovrs  where  more  competant  judges 
preside.  The  same  A,N,A,  point  score  sys¬ 
tem  is  used  in  all. good  exhibits  for  all 
phases  of  Numismatics  and  therefore  suc¬ 
cess  dr  failure  seems  to  be  determined  by 
the  exhibitor’s  knowledge  of  his  subject 
and  his  ability  to  present  it  to  the  jud¬ 
ges  and, to  the  viewers,  •  •  . 

THE  CIVIL  HAR  TOKEN 
ISSUES  BY  ANN  ARBOR  Merchants,  .  . 

By  John  U.  Canfield, 

Remihisence,'  as'defirjed  by  Webster,  is 
a  surviving  feature  or  the  like  that 
serves  as 'a  reminder,  In^my  own  particu¬ 
lar  case  Civil  V/ar  Store  Card,  Fuld  40-3, 
is  about  the  most  high  powered  reminis- 
ence  I  can  think  of  at  the  moment.  This  . 
store  card  was  issued  .by  Dean  and  Company 
a  general  store  located  on 'South  Main  St,, 
in  Ann.  Arbor,'  Michigan, 

I  can  remember  very  well  those  old  woo¬ 
den  counters  and  the  glass  candy  case,  and 
the  bins  filled  with  flour  and  beans  and 
sugar,  and  the  shelves  filled  with  canned 
goods  and  most  of  all ’the  department  vrith 
the  big  roasting  ovens  and  the  smell  of 
hot  roasted  coffee  beans  and  peanuts  in 
the  shell.  Those  hot  peanuts,  for  twenty 
five  cents  they  would  dump  about  half  a 
bushel  into' your  burlap  sack,  still  hot 
from  the  oven  and  mighty  delicious.  Yes, 
40-B,  reminds  me,  too  of  the  house  fur¬ 
nishings  sold  there  -  the  odor  of  yard 
goods,  coal  oil,  dill  pickles  and  many 
other  pleasant  things. 

There  were  five  different  merchants  who 
issued  Civil  War  Store  Cards, in  Ann  Arbor, 
The  total  issue  consists  of  forty  variet¬ 
ies  struck  on  copper.  Nickel,  Brass, Bronzy 
copper-nickel,  silver,  white,  metal  and  alst> 
struck  over  I863  Indian  head  cents  and. 

1861  Seated  Liberty  dimes.  -The  five  Ann  - 


Arbor'  merchants  are  assigned  Fiild  number 
Michigan  40  and  each  merchant  assigned 
a  different  letter,  ' 

‘  Full  iiUfiber  s'OA  is  assigned  to  Philip.' 
Bach/t)rY/Gocds/i863.  There  are  four¬ 
teen  varieties  with  two  typ'-s  of  reverse, 

'  Philip  Each  iiruaigrated  to  Ann  Arbor 
from  Germany  in  1833»  He  purchased  a 
number  of  acres  of  land  on. the  west  side 
of  Main  Street  and.  had  a  building  con¬ 
structed  on  the  Norbhwest  comer  of  Main 
and  Washington  Streets  to  hou.sG  his  dry- 
good.s  s’.cre.  Ho  wa.s  also  assocLaced  witl 
the  Germrin-American  Bank,  now  the  Nation¬ 
al  Bank  and  Trust  Co,  A  primary  school 
that  stands  on  the  former  Bach  land  was 
na,med  in  his  Honor  and  a  home  for  elder¬ 
ly  ladies  is  named  for  his  wife,  Anna 
Botsford  Bach. 

Fuld  number  4b -B  is  assigned  to  Dean 
&  Co,/House/Furnishing/Gocds,  On  the 
reverse  is  the  same  Indian  Head  die  as 
is  on  the  Bach  token,  Hettrig  &  Gutta.y  ; 
dies  #49  and  /r451  also  //452.  There  are' 
seventeen  varieties  and  three  types. 

The  Dean  store  was  operated  by  Colonel 
Henry  Dean  who  took  off  from  the  busi¬ 
ness  on  occasion  and  traveled -south  to 
actively  participate  in  the  war.  The  • 
store 'was  one  of  the  popular  places  in 
Ann  Arbor  for  m.any  years.  The  last  mem¬ 
ber  'of ‘  the  family  recently  passed  away 
and  willed  to  the  city  several  million 
dollars  to  care  for  the  trees  in  the 
area  and  on  the  dovmtown  shopping  mall. 

The  Fuld  number  40C  is  .assigned  to  C. 

H,  Millsn/i)ealer/in/4)ry  Goods/  &  Grocer¬ 
ies/Business  Card,  The  reverse  dies  were 
K  &  G  number  21  and  209.  There  were  two 
types  and  two  varieties,  all  struck  on 
copper. 

The  Millen  Co,  v;as  located  on  Main  St, 
as  were  all  of  the  issuing  merchants. 
After  the  death  of  C.H,  Millen  the  store 
x>ras  operated  by  a  son  until  the  world 
war  two  era.  Before  the  turn  of  the 
century  the  groceiry  department  was.  dis¬ 
continued  and  the  store  sold  dry  goods 
and  clothing,  only.  The  son  was  an  army 
captain  in  France  during  World  V/ar  Two 
and  passed  away  in  1970. 

The  Fuld  number  40  D  is  assigned  to 
Stebbins  &  Wilson/Dry  Goods/and/Grocer-  ' 
ies/Business  Card/,  There- are  two  re¬

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THE  CIVIL  WAR  TOKEN  -  Cont'd  from  Page 
The  metal  is  described  as  both  copper  and 
bronze  but  is  probably  made  up  of  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  copper  and  brass  that  looks  like 
just  that.  There  are  two  types  and  four 
varieties. 

The  Stebbins  and  Wilson  store  vras  in 
business  for  only  a  short  period  of  time. 

It  is  listed  by  Ann  Arbor  Historians  as 
Maynard,  Stebbins  and  Wilson  but  the  store 
card  does  not  carry  the  name  Maynard,  It 
was  located  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Ann 
Streets,  The  names  Stebbins  and  Wilson 
soon  disappeared  from  the  business  direc¬ 
tory  but  Maynard  entered  into  the  real  es¬ 
tate  business  and  one  of  the  streets  in 
the  Campus  business  area  bears  his  name. 

The  number  40  E  is  assigned  to  Wm, Wagner/ 
Merchant/Tailor,  /bealer  in/Clothing/Ann 
Arbor,  Mich,  Reverse  are  H  &  G  die  num¬ 
bers  21  and  59^  with  two  types  and  three 
varieties,  all  copper. 

The  Wagner  store  is  still  in  business 
in  Ann  Arbor  but  was  recently  purchased 
from  a  V/illiam  Wagner  descendent,  William 
Wagner  another  German  immegrant  started 
his  tailoring  and  clothing  business  on 
South  Main  Street  across  the  street  from 
the  location  of  Dean  &  Co,  Later,  as  the  ' 
area  surrounding  the  campus  grevj  in  popu¬ 
lations,  the  Wagner  Store  was  moved  to 
State  Street  and  there  the  business  grew 
and  prospered  for  well  over  a  hundred 
years.  It  is  one  of  the  few  businesses 
still  operating  under  the  name  of  an  is¬ 
suer.  of  a  Civil  V/ar  Store  Card  Token, 

The  collecting  of  Civil  Vfar  Store  Cards 
is  most  interesting  and  challenging.  Here, 
the  collector  has  an  advantage  over  the 
more  modem  store  card  collector  in  that 
several  very  good  guide  books  are  avail¬ 
able  now,  A  new  book  -  a  consensus  of  in¬ 
formation  from  earlier  nation  wide  books 
and  more  modern  individual  state  books  is 
almost  ready  to  go  to  press  and  should  be 
on  the  market  in  April  1971.
